Croft and Neal at first 
denied Ellis’ story, but Neal confessed 
this afternoon, and Ellis and Neal 
waived cxamination. Ellis and Neal 
are married. Croft 1s singie. They 
were all present at the funeral—one 
drove the hearse and another was pall- 
bearer. Crowds have been gathering 
ull day at Cotlettsburg, and threats of 
lynching are common. 


A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Attempted Robbery and a Whelesale

Austin. They ran out, when Mrs. 
King was wounded and Mrs. Austin 
shot dead. Another of the King boys 
was crippled and still another per- 
haps is dead. The Sheriff with a posse 
is after the leaders of the mob and he 
will arrest them and enforce order.

GLOOMY IRELAND. 


The New York Times says: The 
gloomy picture of the condition of Ire- 
land which is given in a London news- 
paper correspondent’s review of the 
events of the past year distinctly fore- 
shadows the nature and difficulties of 
the task awaiting Parliament on its re- 
assembling a month hence. The last 
session was altogether an Irish session, 
the two Coercion Acts and the Land 
Act being its only important fruits. 
Whether the other divisions of the 
United Kingdom will receive their due 
share of legislative attention in the 
coming session, will depend in part up- 
on the character of the measures 
brought forward for the pacification of 
Treland, and still more largely upon 
the temper of the Irish people them- 
selves. Gladstone’s remedial legisla- 
tion has thus far failea of its final pur- 
se, not so much threugh its own de- 
fects as through the working of incur- 
ably evilagencies, by which its benef- 
icent intention has been resisted. Gen- 
erosity, persuasion and moderate Coer- 
cion have all proved futile. There 
evidently remains but two other meth- 
ods—either to grant all that the Home- 
Rulers demand, even to separation and 
independence, or to treat the turbu- 
lence in Ireland as a rebellion to be 
subdued, and to subdue it. :

CHEER UP. 


Although the absence of rain must 
necessarily cause a feeling of despond- 
ency, the matter is not yet so serious 
as to cagse a great amount of anxiety. 

‘ While there can be no dependence 
placed upon the predictions of the nu- 
merous weather prophets, there is ev- 
ery reason to believe that we will ex- 
perience a down-pour shortly that will 
make us ashamed of our doubting. 
Don't borrow trouble or cross the stream 
before it is reached. The opinion gen- 
erally prevalent among old Californians 
is that between this time and the twen- 
tieth of this month our wants in the 
way of rain will be well supplied, and 
Governor Downey, a shrewd and intel- 
ligent observer, who has noted every 
phase of our weather, says he will not 
lose hope if the rain should not come 
before the 10th of February. In the 
meantime the ground is getting warmed 
thoroughly, and the conditions will be 
most favorable for a rapid growth of veg- 
etation immediately upon a fall of rain, 
and the best results be accomplished. 
The stock interests, especially sheep, 
may suffer if the rain is long deferred, 
but so long as there is a reasonable hopé 
of rain the sheep should not be suffered 


to die for want of feed while it is yet} 


abundant. feed, hay and straw 
are plenty and it is a short-sighted pol- 
icy that will allow the flocks to be deé- 
imated at this season of the year. 


VINDICATED.

Raw materials in great variety 
are allowed to go to waste in our 
midst, which, if utilized, would ‘be- 
come a source of great revenue to our 
city and county. Skilled artisans are 
leaving our city daily because there is 
no inducement for them to stay. We 
need such men. They are the back- 
bone of every community, and they 
should be secured as permanent resi- 
dents, How can this be done ?—by 
systematic and well directed efforts de- 
voted to the encouragement of every 
legitimate manufacturing enterprise 
that can be induced to locate here; and, 
as .a preliminary effort, circulars could 
be distributed through the country 
showing forth the advantages of Los 
Angeles as a manufacturing point and 
the inducements offered to any legiti- 
mate industry that will locate here per- 
manently.- We must wake up from our 
lethargy or our beautiful city, of which 
we are justly proud, will undoubtedly 
be eclipsed by smaller and less preten- 
tious rivals. 


DEBRIS. 


Neither the farmers nor the miners 
like Congressman Page’s debris bill, 
judging from the tone of the press.

Aut freight cars now being construct- 
ed, says the Spirit of the Times, are of 
40,000 lbs. capacity; and are laden with 
that quantity of freight. The objection 
to carrying more than 20,000 Ibs. in a 
car, was the wear and tear of the road, 
but when it came to be considered that 
locomotives weighing from forty to fifty 
tons, made daily and nightly trips over 
the roads, the objection to freight cars of 
twenty tons capacity was removed. The 
amount of freight carried on the East- 
ern roads is immense; and the first 
blush of it comes to you as you reach 
Cheyenne. Itis positively enormous, 
sometimes impeding the progress of 
passenger trains, on the single track 
roads. From Council Bluffs to New 
York and vice versa, it¥is one continu- 
ous shriek of freight train locomotives; 
and the same state of affairs exists on 
line east of the Rocky Mountains. 


THERE is one lesson our people are 
slow to learn. It is that there should 
not be a drop of the water of the Los 
Angeles river wasted. Quite a volume 
of water is now flowing down the sandy 
bed of that stream and going to waste, 
which .if properly utilized would irri- 
gate hundreds of acres of pasture land, 
which aside from the profits the owners 
would receive, would be of great bene- 
fit to the community in a year of 
drouth, going a long way towards mak- 
ing us independent of rainfalls. Water 
is precious and it is a sin to allow it to 
be wantonly wasted. 


Tue controversy between Recorder 
Lamb and the Board of Supervisors 
promises to be an interesting one. The 
claim of Mr. Lamb to retain all the fees 
of his office, instead of paying them 
into the County Treasury as now re- 
quired, is based upon the claim that 
the Ellis bill is unconstitutional. We

NARROW GAUGE- “ROADS.” 
How Work in ¥ ‘Utah 
They Wo Colorado 


Prospective Value of the Narrow Gauge he 
‘tem to the Pruit Growers of 
Southern California. 


[H. J. Rudisill in Riverside Press.]} 
Reference has already been made to 
the narrow gauge system of railroads 
now being built through Nevada, Utah 
and Colorado. 

A brief review of the progress already 
made in their construction will no 
doubt be of interest to your readers, 
and indicate the near and 
markets that are gradually being o 
ed to the productions of Southern 
fornia. 

Due north of us the Carson City & 
Colorado Railroad has been building to 
the southeast from that city. Two di- 
visions of over 120 miles are already 
completed, and work is commenced 
upon the third. 

This last named division is located 
in California, and articles of incorpora- 
tion were filed in Sacramento a few 
days since. The route is -described as 
from ‘*McBride’s Station’ in Mono 
county, south by way of Owen’s river 
valley, and across the Mohave desert to 
a pointon the main line of the South- 
ern Pacific, at or near Mohave Station.’’ 
This division will be completed early 
next season, and will bring the southern 
terminus of the railroad to within 85 
miles of San Bernardino. Could it be 
continued to that town it would give s 
access at once to a valuable and popu- 
lous region east of the Sierras, and 
nearly as far north as the Oregon line. 
The Carson railroad intersects the Cen- 
tral Pacific at Truckee and Reno, from 
which latter place a narrow gauge is 
building north to the northern boun- 
dary of the State. 

Another narrow gauge road has been 
in operation several years from Battle 
Mountain on the Central Pacific south 
to Austin, Nevada, as also one from theg 
Palisades on the Central Pacific south 
to Eureka. Both of these roads have 
‘authorized the extension of their lines 
100 miles south, and are preparing to 
connect with the Atlantic & Pacific’ as 
soon as the latter road crosses the Col- 
orado, and would no doubt readily unite 
with any line that would give them an 
outlet in this direction to the sea.

On this side of the Sierras we have 
the San Francisco and Santa Cruz nar- 
row gauge; that has had parties in the 
field all summer surveying routes across 
the San Joaquin valley ané through the 
Sierras to connect with the narrow 
guage lines east of the mountains. Al- 
so, the San Luis Obispo narrow gauge 
is preparing to extend its line south- 
ward as far as Santa Barbara, and pos- 
sibly to Los Angelec. 

If, therefore, railroad construction 
continues at the present rate it is per- 
fectly safe to assume that within two 
years a narrow gauge railroad built 
north from Riverside one hundred 
miles will connect with over 3,500 miles 


giving access to all the important min- 
ing districts in the northwest without 
transfer of freight. There are no bet- 
ter markets in the world for both dry 
and green fruits than these districts of- 
fer us. 

The narrow gauge roads have boon 
thoroughly tested in Colorado and Ne- 
vada, and have proven to be the best for 
the mountain districts. They are the 
cheapest to build and operate, and in 
the transportation of freight and passen- 
gers are equally as efficient in propor- 
tion to capacity as the broad gauge. It 
is very important, therefore, that the 
fruit growers of Southern California 
should watch closely the development 
of this great system of narrow gauge 
lines, and seek direct connection with it 
as soon as possible

{From the New York Tribune.] 

“Oh, yes; people of all grades and 
sizes, and colors, without 
reference to previous condition of servi- 
tude, wear false hair in some shape or 
color,’’ said one of the leading dealers 
in hair in this city recently to the Tri- 
bune reporter. “Sometimes,” he added, 
“it is black, sometimes white and some- 
times brown. The most fashionable 
color is blonde. It makes a wonderful 
difference in the appearance of a person 
especially of a woman. If you should 
sec your own true-love sometime with 
a little handful of hair perched on tep 
of her head and her beautiful, cluster- 
ing ringlets gracing the top of a dress- 
ing-bureau, your wsthetic notions would 
be considerabty_upset.” 
“Where does the hair come from!” 
he repeated, in answer toa question. 
“From Europe. We have to import it 
all. In this country we haven’t the 

r, wretched class of women that 
urope affords. Say wretched; they 
are wretchedly paid, although they 
don’t look exactly miserable. Why, 
the women who sell their hair earn onl’ 
about $2 a year in wages; it’s a fact; 
you needn’t look incredulous. Some of 
them may run as high as $10 for the 


“How do they manage to live?” 
“Well, they get their food where 
they work. They work out in the fields 
and do a man’s task. They are strong 
and tough and don’t seem to suffer 
much from it.” 

“And do they sell their hair for pin- 
money ?” 

“That’s about it. You-see the hair 
We import from Europe. The export- 
ing house there buys of houses in the 
different European countries.” 

“These in turn purchase of the hair- 
cutters who go around like Yankee 
peddlers and buy up hair in exchange 
for trinkets, or just as William Penn 
purchased land of the Indians. The 
cutters pay no money. They advértise 
in advance where they are going to be, 
and announce that they may be found 
at such a place in a town. 
women and girls who wish to change 
their hair for jewelry or any other 
trinkets, handkerchiefs, etc., go to this 
place and have their hair cut.” 

“Is the whole head of hair cut off?’’ 

“No; at least very seldom. You see 
the women wear white caps on the back 
of their heads. These are small and 
will not hold very much hair. All the 
women wish to yA is enough to make 
a proper show in the cap. So the cut- 
ters clip their hair, cutting out a little 
here and a little there until only 
enough is left to keep this cap in shape. 
The cutting when done in that way 
does not show.” 

‘‘What parts of Europe furnish the 
most hair?” 

“The Scandinavian countries supply 
a great deal. The blonde hair comes 
from there. Germany furnishes this, 
too, but not so much as Norway and 
Sweden and Denmark. These portions 
of Europe where the peasantry is poor- 
est furnish the bulk of the hair. Bo- 
hemia and Hnngary contribute a very 
large amount. From Italy we get 
what is known in the market as Italian 
hair. This, of course, is dark, mostly 
black. It is coarse and very brittle. 
It is obtained in the first place by 
pickers who make a special business 
of going around to ash barrels and 
picking out the hair that is found in 
the ashes. They can only get it in 
small quantities, as it has come from 
the brush or comb used in making the 
toilet. It takes a great many comb- 
ings to supply enough fora wig. So 
you see, a wig of Italian hair is prob- 
ably made up of contributions from a 
hundred heads or more.” 

“Ts any of it from the dead?” 

“No, I think not. It’s all alive--in 
two senses often. Sometimes it is 
bleached or mixed in with other hair 
so that a woman wearing such a wig 
may look very bewitching. The Ital- 
ian hair alone makes our eheapest and 
coarsest wig. It breakseasily. Anoth- 
er cheap kind is the Chinese hair. 
This is mixed a great deal with human 
hair. Of course the Chinese are human, 
but in the trade we distinguish between 
human and Chinese hair. The latter 
is coarse and yery brittle.” 

“The white. That is very difficult 
to find, at least of a = length. 
White obtained by bleaching does not 
last well; it turns yellow’ especially at 
the ends. A head of natural white hair 
of good length is a scarce article. This 
increases the price of it. We can get 
it of shorter Iength more easily, for 
curls particularly, but even then it sells 
at from $50 to $100 an ounce. A head 
of hair varies all the way in weight 
from two ounces to twenty-four. Hair 
when long and thick makes, of course, 
the heaviest weight, so that such a 
head of white hair would be very ex- 
pensive. We get very little hair of 
that kind, and we make nothing*on it; 
of the two, we lose on it. There is 
only once ina while a customer who 
wishes a fine head of white hai: of 
— length. The shorter hair, worn 

n curls, is much more common. 

Blonde hair is the next most expen- 
sive. Thereis a great demand for that. 
Then comes the auburn, gray, blaek, 
and down to the Italian.”
